A brief look at the Vital Statistics will show that for the year 
nder review, the Birth Rate had fallen slightly. An uncorrected rate 
15.0 per 1.000 total population is lower than that for the West Riding 
dministrative County and for England and Wales. fhe corrected Birth 
ate after application of the Comparability factor is 16.2 per 1,000. 


The Death Rate of 11.2 per 1,000 total population also is lower than 
hat for 1956 and Compares almost equally with that for the country as a 
whole, fhe corrected Death Rate ‘> oe! 


The Still Birth Rate has increased a

till Births and Neo-natal Deaths is giving very much concern and in the 
ear future it is anticipated an investigation at national level may be 
ommenced to try to track down some particular factor which could have 
ome bearing on this loss of young lives. 


The Infantile Miortality Rate has also increased, which is unfortunate 
nh many respects, There were 4 infant deaths which means a rate of 36.4 
€r 1,000 live births, This rate is much higher than that for the rest 
f the country. On studying the causes for these deaths, we find that 
remature birth and congenital defect accounted for thei all and all diea 


thin the first week of life. We are hoping that the survey referred to 
Ove might be able to throw some Light on the causes of Prematurity and 
ongsnital Defect as well, 


One observes from the detailed wlumns of figures that the principal 
ause of death was, disease of the circulatory system including coronory 
isease. This, together with vascular disease of the nervous system 
scounted for more than 50 ber cent of deaths. The next highest was 
alignant disease which caused 14 deaths. There were 5 deaths due to 
Lolence, 2 of which wer> home accidents, In both cases, an elderly 
Wien died as the result of a fall. the problem of home accidents is one 
mch is still engeging our minds very much at the moments. In 1957, in 
igland and Wales, there were Slightly fewer deaths from home accidents 
lan in 1956, but, nevertheless, a total of 6,172 lives were lost as a 
mult of accidents in the hone, Of this total, 4,073 people dicd as a 
Sult of falls and 3,679 of these were over 65, I think we are indeed 
istified in referring to this business as a "problein"'. To my mind, one 
the most tragic aspects is that all these deaths are preventable. It

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SCARLET FEVER. 
There were 3 cases of Scarlet Fever notified during the year, a 
jecrease of 9 from 1956. Of these cases 2 occurred during the first 


yuarter and 1 in the third quarter. The disease was fairly widespread, 
10t being confined to any part of the district. 


JIPHTHER IA. 


There was, again, no case of Diphtheria notified in the district 
luring 1957. 


During the year under review, 59 children received primary protection. 
f these, 43 were under 5 years of age, and 16 between 5 and 15 years, 
mn addition, 53 received a reinforcing dose of the protective antigen. 


BASLES. 


During 1957, there were 97 cases of Measles notified in the Penistone 
ural District, a decrease of 4O from 1956. There were 16 cases in the 
irst quarter, 14 in the second, 17 in the third anda 50 in the last 
uarter, The age group principally aoncerned was the 5 ~- 10 years, 
here being 46 children affected. There were only 2 cases in respect of 
hildren under 1 year, and in the age group 1 - 5 there were 47 notificat~ 
ons. Over 10 years there were 4 cases. The outbreak seems to have 
een concentrated in the Oxspring and Dunford Bridge areas, 


HOOP IivG COUGH. 


There were 4 cases of Whooping Cough notificd during the year, a 
screase of 30 from last year's figure. There were 3 cases in the thira 
Jarter and 1 in the fourth. fhe cases occurred in the 2 = 3 years and 
~ 10 years age groups, there being 2 in each group. 


two families were affected - 3 cases Occurring in one family. 
ammunisation against Whooping Cough is being stepped-up as much as 
sSible but the response could be better. Only 25 children received 
l¢ protective treatment during 1957 ~ 5 fewer than an 1956. None of 
1 above notified cases had received any protective treatment.

artment and that of the Chest Physician in Barnsley. I am grateful 
the latter for his advice and considerable help on numerous occasions. 
ing the year, we were Glad to have with us again, our full-time 
€rculosis Visitor, During 1956 she was called-up for active service 
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and we were without her services for some time. The Health Visitors 
doing the general health visiting work covered the Tuberculosis field 
hilst Mrs. Todd was away and on her return, the Tuberculosis Health 
isitor was able to take over again. There appears to have been no break 
in the service at all. 


The Tuberculosis Health Visitor attends the Chest Clinic in Barnsley 
and also the subsidiary clinic in Penistone. This is of great benefit to 
S becuuse she sees the patient at the treatment centre and takes part in 
he clinical investigation. The mutual benefit to patient and clinical 
team is therefore very much increased for we have a very close link formed 
etween the Chest Physician and the environmental health practitioner and 
etween the latter and the family doctor.

The scheme for the vaccination of the 13/14 year old children with 
-C.G. against Tuberculosis continued into 1957. I cannot give you 
tatistics for Penistone Rural District but I am presenting a table below 
ich indicates those children treated in the Penistone Area during the 
ear. A total of 167 from Penistone Area schools received the initial 
-in tests. Of these 87 gave a negative result which meant that they 
d not, as yet, met up with a primary infection by the tuberculosis germ 
ad were thus suitable subjects for vaccination. At the same tine 80 
gave a positive re-action to the skin test which indicated that they had 
Mm some time in their lives met with the tuberculosis germ and had had 

heir body defences mobilised to combat the infection. No case, of all 
those found to be positive, was considered as in need of further clinical 
investigation. Negative i.antoux children in 1956 were subsequently 
re-tested in 1957 to see whether or not their vaccination had been 
Successful.

OL LOMYELITIS. 


I am very glad to report that we had no cases of poliomyelitis 
"eported during 1957. We only had one in 1956 and this all points to the 
"act that we have been singularly fortunate during these last two years. 

. would not attempt to hazard an opinion as to why we have escaped but it 
laS been suggestcd that the type of weather we experienced tight have had 
iome bearing cn the low incidence of this disease. 


The scheme for vaccination against poliomyelitis continued during 1957 
ind became quite a popular topic of general interest and, one might say, 
Wf criticism. A certain amount of vaccine was made available by the 
linistry and this was used to the best advantage on some of those who had 
een registered for this protective measure. 


Vaccination was offered to all children born between lst January 197 
ind 31st December 1954, and the response was very ~%ood indeed. in July, 
he Ministry agreed to include in the list for registration children born 
nN the years 1955 to 1956, because it was thought that they were a 
articular risk so far as poliomyelitis was concerned, A total of 684 
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ildren in that age group were registered immediately. 


Later still, the Ministry decided that all children under the age of 
» expectant mothers, general medical practitioners and their families, 
Dulance drivers and their families and all other persons in the health 
Pvice who were a particular risk could register for vaccination. The 
sponse was very gcod. 


During 1957 British Vaccine was available, admittedly in limitea 
antities, and a total of 2,843 received the protective treatment. At the 


1 of the year, 5,470 were still awaiting treatment and the numbers were 
sreasing daily. 


It was obvious that if progress was to be made, considerably larger 
plies of vaccine would be required. Towards the end of the year, we 
ve notified that there would be available in January 1958, a supply of 
.k Vaccine prepared in Canada and this would Supplement the British supplie: 


I must point out again that the figures I have quoted refer to the 
ylé division and not to one particular county district. It is extremely 
‘ficult to separate these figures into the respective districts. The

'‘LUENZA. 


The epidemic of influenza which visited this country towards the end 
1957 affected this division quite considerably. Here again, I cannot 
€ a picture of its effect on each respective county district in the 
ision and figures are estimates for the whole Division. Influenza is 

a notifiable disease although Acute Influenzal Pneumcnia is. ‘There is 
means of aquiring factual information as to the numbers attacked by this 
ease, but if one studies potifications of Acute Influsnzal Pneumonia, 
ool attendance figures, Ministry of National Insurance sickness claims 

the opinions of general medical practitioners, it is not difficult to 
mulate some idea as to the size of the epidemic at a particular time. It 
ld appear that the onset of the epidemic was at the beginning of August 
h one or two cases, typical of Influenza, appeared in one part of the 
ision. Specimens for laboratory investigations immediately obtained 
m these cases proved thet the Influenza was of the Asian type. 


It seemed that this was the beginning of a sharp epidemic and, in fact, 
number of cases increased quite rapidly until the peak of approximately 
JO cases a week vers reported in the third week of September, Thereafter 
Pe waS a sharp decline in the incidence anda by early December the wave 
passed. In Penistone Rural District, one large enclosed establishment 
Considerably affected by the epidetiic. So greai was the need for 
sing help that I was able to provide the services of a home nurse for 
b of the day to help with the care of the patients. Latterly the 
lority responsible for the establishment was able to provide nursing care, 

The type of Influenza experienced waS rather severe and although the 
it majority got over the illness fairly quickly, there were a few who 


‘ered severe complications, The statement was made that the Influenza 
a "mild" typs but I woulda rather consider it as serious enough to demand 
utmost care on the part of the patient. A supply of vaccine was made 
able for all engaged in the immediate care of those affected with the 
ase €.g. seneral medical practitioners, nurses and home helps. The small 
ly which I received was offered to all at risk and a large proportion 

hese availed theiuselves of this protective measure. 


fH EDUCATION. 


fhe Education of the public in matters of Health is not a very easy 
Cise. I find people are less interested in Health than theyare in ill- 
th. When all is apparently well then there is no need to listen to 

S on Health. It is a dull subject to most until, of course, illhealth 
kes or an epidemie occurs and fear tikes a hand: interest is aroused on 
€ occasions as, for example, the controversy which raged in some parts 


t Anti-Poliomyelitis vaccination, the Influenza Epidemic and the Anti- 
uenza vaccination. 
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How best to acquire the interest of the public in Positive Health 
ind retain that interest is the problem, 


We use posters and leaflets in Clinics and sometiines in Schools = 
yy field workers e.g. Health Visitors, District Nurses and Public Health 
mspectors all do their best and discuss matters of Health with those 
fith whom they come into contact, 


There may be matters of current topical interest e.g. Home Safety 
which deiiand discussion - and I was privileged to have the opportunity of 
jpeaking to groups of people on this subject at Cawthorne ~ Greenmoor = 
Ixspring as well as two centres in the Urban District. I think those 
lectings were helpful.

MIDWIFERY SERVICE. 


During 1957 the midwifery service improved in the sane way as the 
Home Nursing Service and for the saiie reason ~ two new District Nurse 
Midwives were appointed and took up duties.
